On the 1.0th of hat Oatobcr Walter A- 
Keyes, of Ellcnsbure;, W. T. , was thrown 
from a stage on the ruad between Yuki- 
ma and EUetisburg, and claimed that by 
reason of the accident he was ruptured 
and injured for life. He therefore brought 
suit against Win. Dickson, projirietur of 
the stage lino, for §20,000 dnnijiges. The 1 
case was tried last week, and the jury, | 
after very short deliberation, returned a 
verdict m favor of the defendant. Koyes 
will be remembered hero, tirst, aa the pro- | 
prietor of a dice "racket" and mock iiuc- | 
tion jointdn the Now Market biock ; then j 
Bs manager of the old Tivoli, and subsu- j 
quently as raannger of the American Ex- ; 
change hctel, fihere old man Smith, who 
after.ward committed suicide, was robbed 
of SS.OOO. 

The fact is, Keyos has been ruptured 
for yoara, and the u[ ^ttiiig of the atajje ' 
gave him oppurtunity, as Im thought, to ' 
raaifc money out of his iiitirmity. Dr. \ 
Edward Diedrioh, of this city, was sum- 
mibned as a witness. He teatltied that lie 
had treated Keyea for rupture three years 
•KO, but his testimony was stricken out 
because the statutes of Waahiiiyton terri- 
iciry provide that a rej^uliir physician or 
iSiirgeun shall nut bo recjuired U) testify in 
a civil suit as tn information acquired in 
treating a patient without c>'naeiit of the 
patient. Here counsel for defence raised 
a? nice*' point. They claimed it was nut 
the intent of the statute' to shut nut all 
testimony of a phyaician whc. should ccr 
tainly bo alloved to tssiify as to a physi- 
cal fact, such as a bruakini{ of a leg, in 
w.bicb.he needs no informntion from the 
patient. The court r led that the pro- 
vi.sicn of the code does nut relate solely 
to information imparted by a patient 
orally, but applies to all information ac- 
quired by observation as well. 

Several witnoaaes testitiod that Keyea 
had told them lone before the accident 
that he was ruptured. When Keyes was 
recalled he was foolish enough to swear 
that he had never known and was never 
treated ty Dr. Diedrioh. The grand jury 
was in session and immediately indicted 
Key^ for perjury. Ho was placed under 
$500 bonds, which hn furnished and will 
be tried at the nc.tt term of court, — (Jre- 
gwian.

'of the ^SteiiniiBhip Oreffon. 

Fire Islanb, March 'JO, — Agent Coley, 
of Merritt's wrecking organisation, said 
to-day that Divor Ha^gerty, tho only one 
who went down, was (/roping about tho 
wreck for about five hours altogether. 
Owing to the great depth of water, about 
125 feet — the diver was ablo to stay down 
ouly &n hour at a time. Ho was lowered 
frem'.tho deck of the wreckiug! sohooner 
Post, to^.,which, the ateamer Ji^escue was 
made, fast. The schooner was held ia pi - 
■itidn' between four- buoyed auchora. The 
diver' judged, frum> gropi^^^rpund ^the 
bow of the vessel; thatBhe^4Sjgi^_t)eeH'*ptit 
there by the sudden shook of^ 'strikin'a; 
the bottom when she sank, Ho could 
make out through his glass face armor 
only small portions of the wreck at a 
time. He...aeoured..uuly a smdl portion 
irf the baggage. '' Soma was from Mrs. 
Morgan's stateroom, and other portions 
from staterooms adjoining here. A great 
deal of the '»t»aggago has floated out of 
the ship and the jjlauking ou the upper 
deck has bulged and burst out. Tbo ship 
Htands upright on n hard bottom. The 
diver thinks hUo will nut go to ijiiices for a 
long t:iiu>. He is nithtr auuiHcd at the 
recently publinhed Rtorieaof hiH rouniing all 
over the Oregon, as if lie ■Rere u u;erinan. 
The fact is, in bis ciiniburaomo suit, he is 
capable of exploring only a few small Bee- 
tious ofithe vi^reok i^t each dive. It will 
take several weeks for him to make a thor- 
ough iuapection of the vessel. Ho went 
down on Thursday partly by weans of the 
rigging and partly by a guide ropo lowered 
by a heavy weight into the wreck. He 
attachcil some of the truuk* anil valises ho 
fouud to ropes whiob were drawn tip to the 
deck of tlit> wreclciiig st>'imKT. All articles 
that iloated were ruleiiscd umi w,:iii to the 
servico, where Ihey were picked up by nieu 
iu ' small boats. ] -Otlter divers vrill help 
llaggerly when tbe .Bescue goes to the 
wreck again. f - . " ' 

Pilffriihuge to Knock ' Ciiiircli. 

DuitrjN', Xrardli 25, —Your corres- 
pondent journeyed to Knock to-day to 
witneiw the observance of "Lady day" 
at the Mecca of tlio Catholic Church 
in Irelaml. The pilgriiufige to the now 
fnnious oli!>i>«l was greater th.in on any- 
day since 1879, the year foijowing the 
reported appirilion of the Blessed Vir- 
gin. Thou.sands of pilgrims, a majority 
of lliem women, many of vvljoin had 
travelled ul' ni'/ht, llockHti to the 
shrine, and many English, I'Venoii and 
American men and women arrived 
early, and remained throughout the 
services in conuneiuoration of the An- 
nunciation of the Virgin iUary, to 
whom tho day is devoted by the 
Church. The spectaclu presented by 
the tlionsanilH of people engnjjed in 
o|)en air devotions was very impres- 
sive. The tendency of the crowd was 
to congregate in front of tlte gable of 
the chapel, whore th(! apparition is said 
to have a|)pf'ared, and the throng which 
foui>d room in the space conimanding a 
view of that spot wan dense and iin- 
inovablft. xVll a[iproacliL'8 to the chapel 
were blocked with vehicles, and 
streams of pilgrims were constantly ar- 
riving. General regret was expressed 
that there appeared to be no prospect 
of coni])leting the sploiulid convent at 
Knock, which, through the efforts of 
the Nun of Keiimare, was coniruenced 
a few years ago. Probably 500 pilgrims 
made the journey to i'Cnock on foot. 
One, a boy, partially blind, walked 
with his father llie entire distance from 
Donegal. 

Fatal Liiberality. 

London, Marcl) 28. — A marriage 
took place last week in Nantwich, in 
Cheshire, which has a curious sequel. 
A man known an John Bowles, who 
has been living in the town for some 
time back, wearing the ;;arl) of a farm 
laborer, and doing otld jobs in the 
neij hi)orhood, suddenly sur|)rist!d soci- 
ety by marrying Mary Gougb, the 
daughter of a well-to do farmer. On 
the wedding day the farm hand be- 
came very lavish in his expenditures, 
Lad the church bell.M ringing merry 
peels from cockcrow to noon, and 8|)etit 
money right and left in royal fashion.

A RCiniNISCENCE. 

How the Liinibcr for' tliic 'First 
inelhodi«st Ciriireii In Wa$ii- 
Infftoii Teri'itory was 
FrociireU. 



Not long ago a' reporter happened to 
be in an oitice, where tho subject of 
church building was being discussed, and 
one ul the periotis present told the fol- 
lowing,* which ''aHawa*^ what some 'of the 
old timers would do for ths'oause, to as- 
sist which they came to this far west. 

"You know Brother .1. ¥. DeVoie ? 
Well, ho is tho man, and ho wanted to 
build a church in Olympia. He wont 
over to the sawn'.!)! at Tumwater to see 
'about securing a donation of lumber. Ho 
saw Captain Crosby, the owner of the 
mill, and the captain, to bluff the parson 
off, roinai'ked: '1 will givo you all tho 
lumber that you can carry and make into 
a raft between now and to night.' It was 
then about OiliO a. in. The reverend gen- 
tleman pulled oti' his coat and wtnt to 
work in dead earnest. By noon the raft 
commenced to aasiimo quite large propor 
tions, and the captain, thinking he could 
save cotisiderable lum'oor, asked tho niin- 
iater to go home with him to dinner, but 
the parson replied that- he had brought 
lunch aloDK with him in his pocket; and 
kept steadily on with the work. When 
the captain returned, ho was aurprised to 
see the raft, and how largo ii was growing. 
He told Mf. DeVure he would givo him 
what ho desired if ho would hold uii; but 
tho pardon suggested that tho bargain 
was made and the church might be made 
a little larger. He kept on with his work 
till night, and when it came time to quit, 
ho had a large raft of lumber which he 
floated c'lietly toward Olympia on the in- 
coming tide. 

Mr. De Voro was at that time young, 
strotig and vigorous, and not the man to 
givo in when ho had once made up h i 
mind. • 

Thus was erected the M. E. church in 
Olympia, one of the iildest in Washing- 
ton territory in tho early history of the 
pioneer, and it stands to-day as a monu- 
ment to hard and earnest work.

BOMB RULE FOR IRELAND. 

So sottliHl in tlip convicliou ir. Eugliind 
that nnotlici goueiul election must tiikc 
pliice (luring (lie pi oneut year ou the Irish 
question that ilreiuly steps arfi buiug taken 
both in Grout Bntiiiu iiiul iu Irohiml to prp- 
parejfor it by the proiuulyutiou of it. strong 
agitatiou iu favor of home rule. In the 
metropolitau district the Irish orgimizatiou 
is being rapidly sttengtheaed, and withiu a 
few weeks it is caknlated that there will be 
uationiilist olvotornl committees iu oonnoc- 
tiou with the nntiouul league established iu 
every oneof the metropolitau constitaeneios. 
AVhiit is boiuy done in London is beiiiu; 
donothroiitjhout the miinufiuUuviiij^ ilistiiots 
of Ku(;l!UiiJ luuj Scotliind, and the reports of 
the orgiiui/.ers point to a, hirt;e increase iu 
tho Irish electorato. The propa- 
gandist operations of the natioualisfc 
niuiiibera are to be coufined to their own 
countrymen; but other sections of politi- 
cians have uuclertiiken to move purely 
British opinion in suoport of Mr. Glad- 
stone. Tiiero is no official connection 
between the nowly-fonned British Home 
llule asaociution and the Irish natioaaliat 
party, thouiiii it will take u considerable 
part in the coming liome rule cainpai<;n 
in Great Britain, It is intended to h'jld 
public nieetiit;3 of Kiigliali and Seotcli 
electors in those boroughs and county 
olectotul diviaiona in which at the gener- 
al election the Irisli vote turned tho scales 
in favor uf conservative candidates. 
Their object will bo to obtain pure Euk- 
lish and Scotch declarations of opinion iu 
favor nf Air. Gladstone's attempt to settle 
the Irish dilKciilty, and the result will be 
duly notilied to the ri^ht honorable j{.on- 
tleuiaii. Ill addition, « dti>teiiieiil of the 
orguinenta in favor of a restoration of na- 
tional aelf-fjoviirniiient to Ireland is in 
preparation and will be circulated aiuong 
liberal members of both houses of parlia- 
ment and prominent politicians through- 
out dio country. A f;reat deal ia felt will 
depend on tho attitude of the new as/ri- 
cuitura' constituencies; and Mr. Jaseph 
Arch represents enfranchised Hodgo 
on the political committtee of 
the new home rule association. 
In order to secure the vote of the agri- 
cultural laboring,' classes, should an ap- 
peal bo made, a atutoinent will bo put in 
circulation setting forth tho fact that the 
Irish moinbora supported, and were 
chiefly inatruniantal in carrying Mr. Jesse 
Cullinga'a amendmont on allutments, and 
that thus through their help parliament 
ia at last pledged to amelioraCa the con- 
dition of the agricultural laboring classes; 
that seveial of tho Irish members have 
helped to forward tiie improvement nf the 
laborers; and that the Iriah parly in [Par- 
liament have carried several principles in 
agrarian legislation which ought to be ap- 
plied to, the relief of the agricultural 
claBsea in Oreat Britain. It it not im- 
probable that Mr. Michael Davitt will be 
requoRted to address several meetings 
of English and Scotch agricultural labor- 
ers throughout the country to explain to 
them .the advantages which the applica- 
tion of the principles recognized in Iriah 
legislation would be to their class in Gr',<at 
Britain. Means are also being taken tu 
orf^ani/e meetings ef the working-class 
element in tho large towna for a similar 
purpose. By such a ayatom nf propa- 
gandisni it is calculated that should an 
appeal to the country be made on the 
question of home rule, the liberal pro- 
gramme for Ireland would be carried by 
a very lar^o majority of public opinion iit 
Great i?ritain. 

THE DUST. 

Some steps should be speedily taken 
for the suppression of dust on the princi- 
pal streets, which has now become a most 
offensive nuisance. All classes cry out 
against it and blame the city council; but 
the city council are '■e?trained, from act- 
ing by the injniiccion of Mr. .lustice 
Gray, which forbids the use of water for 
aprinkling purposes until all ratepaynrs 
within the city limits have been served 
with an abundant supply. Sume have 
suggested the use of salt water for this 
purpose. It waa tried ten or twelve 
years ago and was regarded as injuriuus 
to goods on which dust, that had been 
sprinkled with salt water and afterwards 
dried, was blown. We cannot say wheth- 
er the objection to salt water is well 
founded, but there are towna in England 
where only aalt water is uaed for sprink- 
liug purposes. However, the dust must 
be got rid of in tovcik way, and water im- 
pregnated with saline is better than 
none. 

CA BJ.NET REPRESENT A TION. 

We cannot endorse tho very silly and 
very impertinent remarks of an evening 
contemporary directed »t Mr. 5iliakea 
pearo, AI. )'. , simply because that Ot- 
tawa ropreaentativo has thought proper to 
draw che attention of the government to 
the propriety of according represontatiuii 
in the cabinet to British Columbia. Tho 
matter thus brought to tho notice of the 
government is one that should receive the 
hearty endorsement , of all persons who 
have tho advanceinont of this country at 
hcrt. We have lung been of opinion that 
all the provinces should have a re- 
presentative in the cabinet. The Dominion 
will not be well governed until every 
province shall have at least one mouiber 
in the executive. Mr. Shakespeare's mo- 
tion points in tho right direction, and he 
should be applauded- for it instead of be- 
ing made tho object of abuse and ridicule. 
Can our contemporary show any good 
reason why men who reside east of tho 
mountains should he regarded as entitled 
to a monopoly of cabinet [joaitionsf Has 
not British Ooluinbis as much right to 
a cabinet representative as Prince Ed- 
ward's Island, or, for the matter of that, 
any other province? 

"HONOR TO WHOM HONOR," ETO. 

Our uttoutiou lias just been culled to nn 
attempt on tho part of certain ovipositioii 
organs to give Mr. Seniliu the credit for 
baviug necured a mail service for Granite- 
crook. A simple comparison ol dates will 
expose tho ompliuoBi-i, the c'ifcA'i/it.s.v of this 
claim. Inspector riotcher hud placed the 
'whole matter before the departueut at Ot- 
tawa. Mr. BlfrnaRl (member for the dis- 
trict) had personally backed up iheappUca- 
tion, and his letter stating that it had been 
conceded and- instructions given to invite 
tenders for the service had been received 
and the fact commented on in the Sentinel 
before ever Jlr. Seinlin's resolution was 
thought of — certainly b'jfore tho ;2(ith of 
March, when it was i)asKed. Give honor 
to whom honor is dno, and that is to Mr. 
Pletchor and Mr. Uaruard.

To a Crowded; House. 

CtrcRt Excitement in London 
and Elsewhere. 

Outline of tli<> Ii-lsli Home Kulc 
Kill. 



London, .April 8. — Before tho nightwalch- 
iiieu iu the buuao were relieved or the lights 
wore extinguished amimber of ihombers of 
parliament, gentlemen possessed of assured 
admittance, began to arrive to iiiiike theiu- 
stlvDS doubly certain of their privilr.Lies liy 
getting to their seats, eleven Ikuus before 
Mr. lUadstoue would reach the bouse, and 
retaining them during long iiiterYii.ls. .Mr. 
Sullivan, nationalist, iiieiuber for Southwest 
Meath, was the llrst man to gain eutrauee 
to the house. He got in as early asrj;;iO 
this morning and at once jiroceeded to make 
sure of his place. The Southwest Meath 
member was lor a 'i .1 o time the solo oceu- 
paut of the eoboiag .chamber. He wan al- 
most immediately followed by a score of 
I'aruell's colleagues. It was not long before 
all the Parnellitua were iu the house, and 
they pre-em.itod the best places m the 
locality iuvuded by Sullivan, anil all got 
places ill front of .Mr. (Uadrttone during his 
tipeech. .\ rush of tho I'.uglish members 
foUoweil elose upon tho advent of tho Piir- 
uellites. It wa^ yet early iu the luoriiiiig 
when all the seats on tiie lloor had beeu 
taken. 

Soon after li p. in. the thoroughfares 
about St. Stephens were crowded with peo- 
ple that oil attempts to carry on tratlic in 
the neighborhood had to be snspoiidod. 

I^Iounted police were placed on duty 
paiwlling, becattse it was impossible for 
oltlcors on foot to get about. 

Members now began to diviili- themselves 
into [jarties, with a view to their proliable 
support or opposition to theeomiiig speeeli. 
It waa aseertaiueil that no less lliuu -l.'il' nf 
tho (170 members had eiiteii'd and Heeur(-(l 
seats by "hatting," or personal oceiiimliou, 
before I'i o'clock. 

TUK UOrsK OPKN.S. 
Mr. .Speaker took the chair pnuiiptly at 
4 o'clock. The chamber at tho time waa 
packed to tho very extreme limit of its 
capacity, and every door showed tho hall- 
ways crammed with people, all craving to 
see and hear. The weather at this tune 
suddenly changed; the clouds lowered 
and thunder waa heard, Nevertheless, 
the muss of people outside incroaaed and 
became denser. Catholic priHsta were 
conspicuously numerous in the crowds, 
and no less than 35 branches of the Lon 
don organization of tho Irish national 
league represented by full dologationa, 
whose identity could bo established oven 
at a distance by their green regaii is. 
Political cluba beyond numbering were 
also present tu take part in the popular 
demonstration. At 4 o'clock deputations 
from thirty- two liberal clubs aUme could 
be counted in the throng. Gladstone 
went in an open carriage, and hia appear- 
ance waa greeted with deafening clieers. 
Tho enthusiasm of the people ail the way 
from the door of hia huuse to the coni- 
niona entrance was spontaneous and 
thrilling; it vented itself at the beginning 
of the journey in a roar great enough iu 
make most statesmen dizzy; when the 
whole multitude cauglil the signal one 
tremendous lonir sustained cheer waa 
sent up, tho like of wi.ich was never 
before heard in London, and which was 
plainly audible in the house. The cheer 
ing continued until long after Gladstone 
had entered tho parliament buildings. 
Within the buildings the prime minister's 
reception, though leaa donionatrativo, waa 
equally onthuaiaatic with that he had juat 
had without. Ho waa apparently in the 
best of spirits, and bowed to right and 
left to his acquaintances as he passed 
them. 

A t 4 :30 Gladstone entered tho house. 
His entrance w.ns followed by loud and 
prolonged cheers, winch were continued 
for several minutes. 

As soon as the cheering had ceased 
Ciladatone rose and asked perniisaion 
to introduce a bill to amend previous leg- 
islation, and to make provision for tho 
future govoniinont of Ireland. On mak- 
ing this motion, Cihidstono said the time 
had arrived when both honor und iluty 
required parliament to cuiiie to a deciaive 
resolution. It is our duty to establish 
harmonious relations between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland on a footing of free in- 
atitutions in which Scotchmen and Irish- 
men have a live iutorost. Since tho year 
L883, ho said, only two years have paaaod 
away without coercive legislation in Ire- 
land, and in epito of all thia the law con- 
tinuea to be disi;«igarded, because it is in- 
vested, in the eyes of the Irish, with a 
foreign aspect. Were further coercion to 
be successful, it would require two coiidi- 
tioni, ;>utocracy on the jiart uf the gov- 
ernment, and secrecy of its public Ir.uia- 
actioiiB. The first condition of civilized 
life in Ireland demands that the people 
have coiitidencQ in tho law, and sympathy 
therewith. The problem, therefore, be- 
fore parliament at tho preaent time is to 
reconcile imperial unity with diversity uf 
legislation. He believed that the gtivorn- 
mont had found a solution to this prob- 
lem in the establishment of a parliament 
at Dublin for the cotiduct of business, 
both legialative and odministrutive. [ I're- 
mondous cheering by the I'arnollitcs.J 
Tho political equality of the three coun- 
tries, said Mr. Gladstone, must ba recog- 
nized. Therefore, tliere must bu an 
equitable distribution of Impe 
rial funds. Peculiar circum- 
stances existed in Irela nd and 
to make it necessary to establish safe- 
guards for tho minority in that country 
tho government will be obliged to con- 
aides a clause connected with lands and 
the relations which they will sustain with 
tho Protestant ministry. As Ireland is to 
liavo a domestic legislature, it will, there- 
fore, bo impracticable for tho Irish rep- 
reaontativeo to come here. The iutcn- 
tion of the governiijent bill, Gladstone 
said, is that the parliament of Dublin 
shall be a dual body. It is to be composed 
of two orders, each of which shall havo 
the power to veto the acta of the other. 
The ilrat order will include 103 members; 
tho Bocond ord'ar :!Oli, Twenty eight at 
present Irish peers will continue to sit in 
the house of lords. Tir.ey.will be granted 
tbe option to have life seats. The vice- 
roy of Ireland will not be discontniued. 
The bill intends that the viceroy shall re- 
main and the ofiico shall hereafter bo non- 
political; that its incumbent of ofhce will 
not be expected to retire upon the down- 
fall of any British ministry. Tho bill 
empowers the Queen to delegate to the 
viceroy auch of her prerogatives us she 
may choose. The Irish conatebulary will 
remain under the same authority as at 
preaent. The bill provides that parlia- 
insnt shall have no authority to establish 
or endow any particular religious sect. It 
will be empowered! however, to deal with 
laws relating! 'iostrade and navigation; 
B&eeting coinage; weights and measure* 



and postal communication. The bill will 
preserve the liacal unity of the empire; 
but the entire proceeds ariaiug from cua- 
tonia and excise duties iu Ireland shall bo 
held fur tho benefit of that country. 
These funds are to bo used for the dis- 
chargQ of Irish obligatiuna. Any balance 
which might remain after this is to re- 
main in the Irish exchequer; provisions 
of the bill vest in tho Irish legislature a 
general power of imposing taxes. It is 
prowosed that the maximum duration 
of the Irish parliament shall bu live years. 
It shall havo no power to iiitorfero with 
the prerogatives of tho Crown, such as 
the army, the navy or other armed forces. 
It shall have nothing tu do with - foreign 
or colonial affaire.

LoNiiON, -April 8. — .\ crowd began to 
asaomble'butiiide the palace yard about 7 
o'clock this evening and amused itself for 
awhile w\itchiiig the niunibors wiio came 
early to aecure auata, At thia time the 
greater number uf tho crowd were Iriah- 
men, and -cheered ovory I'ariiellito who 
came along. As tho day advanced the 
assemblage inoreased, until it filled up all 
thoroughfares and the open spaces 
of the ground in tho neighborhood, 
as far as Downing street, At -1 o'clock 
iho entire maas of (looidu was the largoat 
collected in one body in London for many 
years, and tho entire throng waa thickly 
dotted with individuals bearing the Irish 
colors und the national league regalia. Gf 
course, in a crowd so immense there was 
a great deid of noise and pushing about, 
hut, aa a whole, good order prevuilud, 
and no police interference waa at any 
tir.)e required. Gladatone loft hia resi- 
dence in Downing street fur the house of 
coiniuoiis precisely at 4:30 p,m,, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Gladstune. At this time 
every inch of the roadway, except tho 
path kept open by tho police for the 
premier's carriago, and ovory inch of the 
roadway, besides all points of vantage 
ati'orded by door stops, windi.wa 
and roofs, from Downing street to Wuat- 
miuster were covered by people, the crowd 
swarming to Westmii ster Bridge, excluding 
all locomotion by vehicles. The rain now 
became a atoiidy, ponotratiug down-pour, 
but there was no break iu tho crowd until' 
.Mr, Gladstone's carriage passed, wlieu 
there was tromoudoiis, continued cheering, 
with which he was greeted during the whole 
of his progress, aecompaiiied by groans 
every now and then; liut ill feeling was 
not manifested with sidlicieut strength 
cithor to irrit.-.to llic majority of thfi crowd 
or attract Gladstone's attention. When tho 
premier disappeared withiu tho iiarliameiit 
buildings tho crowd molted iu the rain, and 
it had disappeared entirely within half au 
hour after Gladstone had begnuto speak, 
,-Vt th'l:- '.irac all outaide wore bereftof ex<:ito- 
ment while the house was in a perfect 
(juivor. Before the speakor entered upon 
tho floor of the iiouae, the lobbies, atair- 
waya and galleries were in pos-ieaaion of a 
scattered mob of gentle and aristocratic 
poople, struggling for places to hear and 
,",eo the orator of tho day. There were 
fifty tirnca as many persons engaged in 
the atrugglu aa could possibly be accom- 
modated, and iu tho aurgo bishops, poors 
and plonipotentinries ran foul of com- 
moners, reporters, and people of every 
sort. In one group were seen at. one 
time the Greek ambassador, V. S. Minis- 
ter Sickles, Cardinal Manning, Uditor 
Burnand of Punch, the Japanese ambas- 
sador and Michael Davitt. Tho six were 
j ammed in a atruyglo about the door of 
tho speaker's gallery. They were rescued 
and were linally enabled tu get to 
places secured to them by another door. 
Several acure of uoblemea asserted their 
privileges too boisterously and had to bo 
checked by tho policemen on duty. The 
tall form of Earl .Spancor, ex- Iriah vice- 
roy, to-.»erirrg above the police .and the di- 
minutive figure of tho iMirquis P.'pon 
iiostling close to liim, as if for prutootioii, 
wore conspicuous in the lobby rushes, 
and such was the pressure for accommo- 
dation that the authorities tolerated and 
winked at tho revolutionary innovation 
by placing two double rowa of chairs on 
the lloor in front of the speaker's desk, 
transforming the familiar and venorablo 
aspect, hitherto the aacred tramping 
ground of orators, into a spectacle of a 
place put to good modern use. Every 
square foot of sjiace in galleries held a litl- 
muii being. 

During niomeiitary lull in the confusion 
uf cheers, the houau was audduiily startled 
by a wild cry which came from tho :hrouts 
of those who were the first to catch aiglit 
of Gladatone gliding towards his seat 
from behind tho apeakor's cli.iir. The 
Irish mombors aprang to their feet as one 
man, and for several minutes an 
uproar of unthnsiastic applause coutinued, 
and was repeated till the whule building 
seemed to reverberate with its triumphant 
peal. Gladstone then roso and waa met 
with tho most prolonged outburst of 
cheering eveV heard in the houae of com- 
monci. 

London, April 8. — Oladttone's speech 
was three hours and twenty-five minutes 
iu duration. Hn finisheu at 8 o'clock. 

When tho applause had subsided Mr. 
Geo. Otto Trevolyan,who recently rosigii- 
od the position of secretary for Scotland, 
arose, and after eulogizing Mr. (jlad- 
atone'.i oration, proceeded to say that he 
intorpoaed thus early in tho debate in or- 
der to explain the reason of his resigna- 
tion. Ho resigned with oxlremo com- 
punction and regret, although the step 
when finally decided upon, waa taken 
with neither doubt ua to its propriety nor 
the loast hesitation. Ho luid joinud tho 
cabinet because, as he considered at tho 
time, to have remained outside would 
havo been tantamount to a concession 
ilial the libera! party was a homo rule 
parly. Thia wa» a concesaioii which 
lis |should never bo willing 
to make. Ho uould "iiever oonaout to auch a 
scheme us Air, Gladstoijo propotjcd. Ho 
had douo his best to prevent tbe liboralB 
from ideutifyiu^ themselveg with what he 
rcgordod as neither for tho' welfare nor 
benefit of the country. Not longer ago than 
laat June the whole eabuH-t was 
of tho sumo opinion as himself. What 
waa it, ho. would like to know, that had 
happened since to change them ? Tho 
only security, he urged, tliot parljament 
could have in acsuding to Mr. Gladstona's 
plan for the money they would be called 
upon to vote for the purchase of Itfah 
landlorda' oi,tate3 was the willingness of 
tho Irish farmers to keep up their pay- 
ments. How much dupendpnce could be 
placed upon that '{ 

; The Speaker at thia point inlei-rupted 



Mr. Trevelyan, and reminded him that 
no land bill iiad yet been aubruitted. 

Mr. Trevelyan proceeded with his 
.spnech by aaking, "How long would it 
be if the measure that has been submitted 
should become a liiw before Iriah contri- 
bution to the imperial exchequer would be 
denounced by the Irish and reprobated aa 
an English tribute. For my part I have 
no hesitation in sayinK I think the com- 
plete separation of Ireland from Great 
Tjritaiu would Be preferable to the plan 
of the government that has just been 
proposed. We should then know tho 
worst at once." 

At tho conclusion of Mr. Trevolyan's 
speech Mr. Parnell arose and was re- 
ceived with cheers by the Irish members. 
"Mr. Trevelyan," he said, "had stated 
why he had left the government; but not 
why ho had resigned his post as chief sec- 
rotary. [Cheers from the Irish branch.] 
jMr. Parnell then went on to justify his 
past utterances and actions which had 
been impugned by Mr. Trevelyan. Speak - 
ingof Americaand the assaaaination litera- 
ture which came from America, Mr. Parnell 
said that most of the literature was neither 
.\mericau nor Irish literature., "If Mr. 
Truvelyau," ho continued, "were to study 
the literature of America at thia moment ho 
would Ihul that sympathy for juKt settlo- 
lueut of grievances of Irolaud by tbe eou- 
cosaiou of domestic legislation ia shown by 
all classes, whether Irish or native-born 
Americans, and wore especially that iiative- 
boru Americans are welcoming the etVorts of 
Mr.'Gladstono in the belief that they will 
bring peact.' between Saglaud, and "more 
especially between Irish-Americana and 
England, It is a remarkable fact that 
great mpelings are now being held in 
favor uf an Irish legislature are mainly 
called together and organized by native- 
born Amencans, by editors and coiuiuct- 
ora of I rish- American newspapers. Wo 
reg -rd the fact that during tho laat five 
or iix inoiitha wo havo succeeded in near- 
ly gaining the sympathy of two great 
parties in .Vmerica — democratic and re- 
puhhcan- aa a uood omen for a future. 
[Cheers ] An to the bill before th*j house, 
while reserving hia full exprosaion of 
opinion until he had seen the bill, Mr. 
Parnell congratulated the' houae on the 
fact that there was alill living an English 
statesman who would devote his attention 
to thia important matter, and begged 
permission to thank Mr. Gladstone for 
what would not only proTo beneficial 
from an Irish point of vio*, but which 
he (Paruell) believed would bo found to 
be of equal benefit to Eugloud. The bill, 
nevertheless, contained blots which the 
Irish representatives would do their best to 
remuye.'. One of these was to bo found in 
11 imucial proposals of tbe bill, which lie re- 
garded as very niifuvorble to Ireland, 
esi)e(!ially in reg.'ird to tho Iriah tribute 
to the iiupurial exchequer. He also 
Complained of the proposition relative to 
two orders intended to oonstituto Irish 
parliament on the ground that the first 
order, consisting of peers, waa not sub- 
ject to the influence of the popular vute, 
and would have the power of hanging up 
the ineaaurea demanded by tho people 
and tlioir represontiitivos for two or 
three years, or wholly. Uowovor, 
apart from tlioao defects, he believed the 
meuaurc v.'ould bo cheerfully accepted by 
the Irish people and their representatives 
aa a autisfactury solution of the long- 
standing dispute between the two coun- 
tries, and aa tending to prosperity and 
pence III Ireland, and BatiafaotiOD in Eng- 
land. [Ohoers.J

Hai.ii-as, .\pril 8 —Further particulars 
of the e.Yperience of the met in the dory 
uf the schooner Law were received on 
Thursday. James filoDooald, the weak- 
est and most thinly-clad of the four, be- 
gan to sink, and died after bidding his 
companions an afieotionato and tearful 
farewell. The body of tho dead man 
had hardly grown oidd when Angua Mc- 
Donald said he must havo something to 
eat and drink or he would die also. De- 
spite the protestations of Ohisholm and 
McEachor, he took his knife and cut t^lie 
right arm oil' tho dead man, suckinK the 
bloml liiul devouring the tleah. Ho of- 
fered aonio to tho others, but they re- 
fuaod it, though some houra later Chii- 
holm tasted a piece of the deah, but was 
unable to swallow it. McDonald, having 
sucked all the blood from the severed 
arm, said ho was going for thj throat of 
tho dead man, but was for some time re- 
strained from doing so. During Friday 
night, however, while the other men were 
sleopinu, he committed the act, and find- 
ing no blood, cut a piece of tho flesh from 
each thigh, drinking the blood and eating 
a portion of the flesh. On tbe following 
day heibecame delirious, and before night 
he died. They got into a heavy drift of 
ice cakes, one of which they hauled into 
the boat and licked with their tongues to 
allay their thirst. On Saturday night 
thoy came in sight of Guion island, aonio 
miles oil' the const of Cape Breton; but 
their axhauation was so great they were 
unable to reach it. Thoy tried t,o sleep 
through tho night, but a piercing wind 
and heavy aea preventod thuir doing so. 
In the morning they managed to get to 
land.
